highest importance." 


Gist of the Note. 


Ths contents of_this payer are jeal- 


ously guarded from the public. 
Inqui- 


ries as to whether it is addressed to any 
particular power or whether it is intend- 
ed for all meet only refusals to reply! 
Nevertheless, facts which have bsen 
.gleaned indicate that it is a communica- 
tion to entire Europe and to Japan 
"through the "medium of Kuesia, and 
that its keynote is peace. 


It is added, from the highest source, 


"that this note contains these three prop- 
ositions on behalf of the United States: 


1. Practical-withdrawal of American troops 


1 om China, or at least'frcyn Pekin. 


2. Acceptance of Li Hung Chnug as China's 


-accepted envoy for t)io negotiation of peace. 


3. ^Selection of a United States • peace., 'com- 


missioner to act forjthis government at an in- 
ternational conference-in Pekiu, tho object of 
which shall be the settlement of tbo troubles, 
the pacification of the empire and tho awnrd of 
indemnities. 
^ 


This note, it is inferred, is a sequel to 


•the doubl-barreled communication sent 
to the powers by the United States last 
week. ^ This, it will be remembered, 'not 
only asked whether Li Hung Chang's 


. credentials were acceptable, but also di- 


plomatically sounded each nation as to 
is future policy in the far East. 


Jealousy Among Powers. 


Answers to the first' question were 


quickly forthcoming, but although they 
were not of an encouraging nature, they 
are regarded here as of . secondary im- 
portance. The main purpose of this 
government was to throw light on the 
future. 
Failure to obtain this thus far 


is easily explainable. 


Despite the seeming accord on the 


•surface the powers, aside 
from 
the 


United States, are jealous of each other's 
land-grabbing 
propensities. 
Should 


any one of them make peace proposals 
the others would immediately discern 
sinister motives therein. 


Turn to America. 


Hence, apparently by common con 


«ent,'they turn to the United States to 
•blaze the way. 


The United States government is 


willing to accept this great responsibility, 
Its course in China has been open and 
above board. It has obtained'its chief 
desire, the rescue of the logationers, 
and was always in the forefront in so 
doing. 
Now it stands ready to do .its 


utmost toward the restoration of peace. 


It can be easily understood that the 


main difficulty lies not with China but 
'the groed of the powers, themselves. 


Itiinrt-Grabblug Policy. 


For the last three weeks dispatches 


• from China have teemed with statements 
of a disquieting nature. For instance: 


Great Britain's desire to obtain a 


strong military foothold at Shanghi for 
the alleged purpose of increasing her in- 
fluence in the Yang Tse valley. 


Russian aggression in northeastern 


China, her occupation of New Ohwang 
and her predicted intention to annex 
entire Manchuria, 


Japan's hostile moves at Amuv,

Germany Is Suspected 


French orders to a gunboat, made 


public today, to patrol the Yang-Tse 
Kiang river, presumably to secure infor-

the murder of Minister von Ketteler. 
When it [is remembered that Kiao-Cho 
was the kaiser's price for the killing of 
two missionaries diplomatic Washington 
wonders what he will exact for Baron 
von Ketteler's life.

SWEDEN COMES TO 


AMERICA FOR CASH 


The United States Has Supplanted 


England as the Credit Nation 


of the World. 


.Chicago, Aug. 30—The latest foreign 


po>er to knock at |the financial door of 
the United States is Sweden. 
Her gov- 


ernment is now offering in the financial 
marts of this country $10,000.000 worth 
of government bonds, with a view, of 
procuring money with which to build 
railroads and other remunerative pro- 
perties under the control of the govern- 
ment. 


Sweden is the fourth foreign govern- 


ment to appeal to this country for a loan 
inside of one and one half years. While 
the amount sought is comparatively 
small, it furnishes another straw which 
shows that the financial wind is blowing 
toward the new world. .On learning of 
the matter yesterday one of Chicago's 
most experienced 
acd 
conservative 


bankers said: "The United States has 
become the credit nation of the world. 
She is not supplanting England. 
She 
has already done so." 


The facts are the more significant be- 


cause it appears that the loan was offered 
to England and France,, and that they 
were unable.to place it. The bonds have 
therefore been sent to this country, and 
the matter is being engineered by the 
National Park Bank of New York.

'61. 


Resolutions were adopted calling on 


the public, in the name of the Grand. 
Army, to banish the bookB from the 
schools of the country,, and a committee 
was appointed'to carry out the protest. 
The aid publishers and historical writers 
will be solicited. 


The final report was prepared and pre- 


sented to the convention by the Rev. 
Duncan C. Milner, pastor of the Central 
Presbyterian church, Jolfet, 111. 
The 


report charges in detail that x Southern 
school histories were permeated 
-with 


perverted historical incidents, and ten 
statements are cited from the text and 
presented ns evidence thnt Southern ed- 
uca'oi'S are liciempiicy to udrijoiuate 
sectional prejudice. 


Citations to Prove the Charge.

nation, and people themselves should 
recall the clearer vision and the saner 
judgment ot less exciting times.

sumed durimg twenty five years in com- 
menting on the greerl and oppression of 
the military governments of Europe and 
renew their loyalty to their original 
principles, t The philosophy of tho pres- 
ent'situation is summed'up most entis- 
'faotorily by the governor in the follow- 
ing: '. 


It should never be said of the people 


of this country that they failed to as- 
sume honorable responsibilities even 
when it involved the sudden creation of 
a large army, but neither should it ever 
be told o£ us that this nation is seeking 
military glory for its own sake alone. 
Our puth to glory and an honorable 
future doea not lie through bloody bat- 
tlefields nor bloody seas. 


The whole question of the Philippines 


hinges upon the words "honorable re- 
sponsibilities." Killing Filipinos can 
bring no glory under any circumstances. 
It would be bad enough if our 'motives 
were of the beat and utterly inexcusable 
as a measure of vindictiveness, 
But if 


our,-treaty obligations which Mr. Bryan 
has helped to make are eacred,- if our 
abandonment of the islands would leave 
them a prey to anarchy and imperil the 
lives and property of thousands of in- 
nocent people, then tho idea of reeponei- 
bilty is a serious one indeed, and hap 
very little to do with the vulgar idea of 
military glory.

The Japanese, so far as casual ob-

It contained not 
only cannon but a fine store of small 
arms, swords of curious and rich pat- 
tern, rifles of various makes, with 
stands of the long two-man guns.which 
are simply giant rifles, throwing a ball 
which from the report and whistle the 
soldiers in. the fight judged to be 9ne- 
poimders. Munitions of-war(were not 
the only contents of the arsenal. High 
officers had lived there and .in flight 
had left stai:ks of clothing and other 
articles of great value.

more effective method was followed by 
compelling looters to give up their 
loads at the city 
gate. -Even

measure did not prevent the loss of 
much gold and silver. Civilians from 
the concession made a general raid on 
the salt commissioner's treasure and 
many succeeded in smuggling loads of 
silver hars through the settlement. 


The Americans seized nearly, a mil- 


lion taels' worth of precious metals, 
which is pile<l up in the marine' bar- 
racks. 


Today the walled city looks as though 


a tornado had. struck it. Enough valu- 
able property has been destroyed t'o 
stock a big city and enough has been 
seized to give,every soldier a consider- 
able sum, if the distribuUo'h is honestly 
administered.

prisonment. An immense crowd gath- 
ered about the court from earlr morn- 
ing, seeking admission to the court- 
room, where only a few places were 
reserved for the ticket-holding public. 
The hearing began at 9 o'clock. Bres- 
ci sat in the dock calm and almost 
Indifferent. His counsel, Sig. Martelli, 
head o£ the Milan bar, and the an- 
archist writer, Sig. Moriino, made re- 
quests on various grounds for an ad- 
journment, which were refused. 


• While the indictment, which 
was 


very long, was being read, Bresci was 
apparently unmoved and scanned the 
faces of the audience without 
any j 


v signs of fear or effrontery., . The 
in- 


dictment showed that the assassin in- 
dulged in incessant target 
practice 


and that he prepared bullets so as to 
render them more dangerous. 
Eleven 


•witnesses for the prosecution and five 
for the defense were then introduced. 
The examination of Bresci followed. 
He declared he decided to kill King 
Humbert after the events in Milan and 
Sicily, "to avenge the misery of the 
people and my own." He added: 
"I 


acted.without advice or accomplices." 
The prisoner admitted the target prac- 
tice and the, preparation of bullets. 
He spoke in a low, firm voice, and said 
he fired three shots at three yards 
with his 'revolver. Two wooden tar- 
gets were placed on the table before 
the judges. 
The 
public 
prosecutor 


made' a speech, during the course of 


"which he eulogized the virtues of King 


Humbert and recapitulated the story 
of the assassination, which, he con- 
tended, demonstrated that Bresci was 
fully responsible for his acts, and that 
the latter premeditated the crime and 
had accomplices.

the anarchist theories which brought
